He had beep | 
told the result by his lawyers and had 
wept bitterly, but when in the presence | 
of the officials of the court martials he | 
listened impassively to the sentence. 
His wife who was waiting ip torture | 
and suspence at her house, bore the! 
news bravely, and when visiting her 
husband showed onlookers who were in 
the streets, no sign of her suffering us 
she walked from her carriage to the 
prison. Mathieu Dreyfus was not pre- 
sent in court but visited his brother 
after the verdict had been rendered, 
He found him perfectly calm and with. 
outany manifestation of surprise at 
the finding of the court. The prisoner 
einply shrugged his shoulders, uttering 
an expressive ‘‘Ah.'’’ = As he embraced 
his brother as the latter was preparing 
to leave, he said, ‘'Console ny wife.’’ 

M, Demange in concluding his 
address on behalf of the prisoner, said: 
**My task is now accoruplished, It is 
for you to do yours, I[ pray God,"’ ex- 
claimed the counsel, lifting his arms 
towards Heaven, ‘'l pray God that you 
will reatore to our country the concord 
of which she has so much need.''’
